Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the Bolton et al reference and a reference Prusiner et al 
cited as a reference in Bolton et al and Applicants urged that a crude prion is resistant to protease digestion as 
indicated by Prusiner et al. Examiner pointed out that Prusiner et al disclose (page 6676, right column, about lines 14- 
19) using Proteinase K at 60 degrees C reduced scrapie agent (prion) infectivity more than 10,000 ID(50) units per ml. 
Examiner suggested that claims may be allowable if claim 1 is amended in line 6, by cancelling "that is equal to or 
greater than 40 degrees C" and inserting in place thereof -between 65 degrees C and 120 degrees C- based on 
Table 3 of the specification disclosing 65 degrees C as the lowest optimal temperature of the thermophilic 
microorganism. This amendment would require cancellation of dependent claims 3 and 4. 
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
